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The following is the ist of the final report made by the Turkish Consul in 
Salonika who has recontly been transferred to another post. :

(face. to face with an organized guerrilla movement, 
5.- In Chaleidice the activity of 4he guerrillas is nore intense, because 
the-existing military force in this rogion is slirht. 


. 46, -In the Mlassona-Olympos region thore continues to exist a permanent 
- guerrilla base in spite of the recent operation to cloar ‘them out. 


5. The Serres region, which has 8 common boundary with Rulzaria and 
Yugoslavia, forms a center o° annoying difficulties for the Greek Army 
beciuse the ruerrillas whon pursued by the Army (notwithstanding denials 
to the contrary) tale refuge in Yuroslay territory throuth the Strumitsa 
and in Buleurian territory through the Demnir=Isar, Petric, and other rerions. 
Sa On the occasion of ny denarturo I visited my Yuroslav colleacue who, in 
“the course of our conversation, told me tha Pollow'ng: 


Be As for the clash botwoon Tito and the Comin"orn, Tito will emerge 
“~ master of the situation, becsuse the people of Yuroslavia have learned 
that Tite is worldine to male Yuposluvie politically independent. The 
Yuros lav people are outrived by the crude. Russian tactics, and in 
discussions amon the folloviers o° Tito it is o*ten said that the 
.tacties of the vestorn Powers are o?ten oreferable to the tacties of 
Russias , 
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Among, other charges the Comin°orm accused Yuposlavia of expansionist 
tendencies, Nothing could be more inaccurate. On tho contrary the 
Bulsarians had pronose’ to Tito thet he satisfy his aspirations in 
Albania cither by annexation or following the Italian system of 
plediscliie, on condition that, the Yuroslevs withdraw from Macedonia. 
The Pulgarians also pronosed ti.at Macedonia be vroclained an awtonomous 
independent state with its owmm foreign policy and with its capital at 
Skoplje (in this region of Macedonia would be included Salonika, 

while Chalcidice would be preclaimed an autonomous state with its 
capital at Polysyros. In. the latter state would be included Mount 
Athos, with the privileges of the monasteries preserved, or Moun’ 
Athos could remain as at present, but not under Greek control). In 
return, Yugoslavia wis to support the aspirations of Bulsaria in 
“estern Thrace includinz Kavalla, and in time when tho questions of 
the Dardanelles should be discussed, Yugoslavia would support the demands 
of Bul-eria for Kastern Thrace as far as Tsataltsa, ‘The renaining 
territory of Bastern Thrace, including Istanbul, would be proclaimed 
an autonomous state under the Soviet Union, or under Russe-Turkish 
protection. Then the question of the Ncumenical Patriarchate would 

be definitely settled. 


These questions were discussed at Bled when tho orreement was signed 
for mutual help between Bulgaria and Yuroslavia, under the full 
initiative of Georgi Dimitrov. iit that time Tito telephoned Moscow 

to find out how far Russia was in apreement with these views. The 
result was well-known; Dimitrov was reproved since it appeared that 

the Soviet Union had other plans not in epreement with the views either 
o° Yuroslavia or of Dimitrov. 


It is time not only for us but also for you Turks and Greeks to find 
a way of becoming independent without waiting for help either from 
one side or tho other. Our effort must. be turned towards a mutually 
complementary ccononie policy. 


Merkos, instead of arreoing with Tito who was and who could be a 
benevolent supporter, foll into the snare of the Albanians and 
Dulzariens ond denounced him. 6f course it was not possible for 
Yugoslavia to stop abruptly her moral help to Markos, because then 
people would have formed the opinion thut Yuroslavia was nutting 
pressure on Merkos to cede th. vrovinees of “lorina, Kastoria, 

and Edessa. 


Marios today is in a very bad spot. His feilure to obtain recognition 
was not caused by the fact that he did not have a capital but to the 
oxpress statements of the Angloe\mericans and to Russian policy which, 
it seenus, wants Markos "cither dead or alive", 
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Se The threats of Fnver Hoxha make no impression onus. They certainly 
caused us trouble in tho :uestion of oil, but the time will cone when 
he will learn a lesson from his ingretdi tude. 


he It is impossible for Yuroslavia to :a'e an immediate turn Sowar da 
the Yestern Powers, and Yugoslavia will not 14% her hand aztainst 
the Soviet Union either under the prosent forrt or under any othor 


At this point I intorrupted te as, "“hat will the result be i* Russia 
soeks to overthrow Tito in order to put in his place an arent who enjoys 
her absolute confidence?" ‘is answor wot: "This cannot happen, because 
then Yu-oslavia will see's the irmodiate intervention of the United Nationa 
and particularly of the Vestern Powers. These thistles which wore roady 
to enter the present vepime have already withered, “fe are following the 
activities of the so-called Yugoslavs here, who are rather Bulgarians. 

I bolieve that the Groek authorities are doing the same. They wore the 
nost sinister ugentsa and supportors o* the Bulgarkan and German occupiers." 


&nother question: "In order to clarify your position with Creece why have 
you not cgreed to the establishment in Yugoslav Macedonia of the Slavoe 
phones living in the Ploring region, who amount to about rifty thousand, 
«and who in my estimation are rore Bulgarians than Yuroslev tacedonians? 
The. better solution in fact would be to settle them in Bulgaria, or for 
Greece to remove them from her berders, and thus there would be no 
inerease of the Bulgarian population." 


To this question he pave the following answor: "For the present I do not 
see that there can be any discussion of this subject, but I find your 
views correct and I shall convey them to my Government for consideration, 


Retirning to the subject of Mar!:os, I say that IT do not see that there 
(is pround for an understanding between him end Yuroslavia. My impression 
is t'at amone the personnol of the Yugoslev Consulate in Salonika varying 
political comvictions exist, und that they are avaiting the development 
o? events before sypressing thom. TI believe that the “roe authorities 
aro avare of those diffaronces oo? Opinion among thom. 


"Ian optimistic about tho 
cushing 9: tae guerrillas. I do not attach much irportance to the nuclei 


o° guerrillas acting sporadically. But I am not wholly opti-istic about 
the internal development of t-c Situation after the defeat o? Markos, I 


de not see the men eapadle of bringing radical chances in the a ministration, 


So long as wo remain in Greece we shall try to solve this problem 
satisfactorily for the Greek people and for our om intercsts...oThe Polk 
case keeps the Americans in Salonika stirred up, because the perpetrators. 
still have not been discovered."
